HENDAYE, France, June 8—In- 
surgents fought their way to the 
Spanish Government's mam defense 
lines guarding Valencia today. Dis- 
patches also report night air raids 
on Barcelona, Valencia and Ali- 
cante, which added to yesterday's 
hundreds of casualties. 

Heavy reinforcements, backed by 
hundreds of patrolling planes and 
massed artillery, were thrown into 
the battle on the coastal sector and 
forced the strong Government out- 
posts about Albocacer to retire to 
. prepared defense lines. 

The Government militia held fast 
in these lines, however, and made 
frequent counter-attacks, striking 
hasty blows at the relatively unpro- 
tected insurgents who clung to 
” trenches hastily dug for the night. 

The insurgent capture of the vil- 
lage of Adzaneta, only 18 miles 
northwest of the important coastal 
city of Castellon de la Plana and 
almost the same distance south of 
Albocacer, brought Generalissimo 
Francisco Franco’s shock troops 
squarely up against the Govern. 
ment’s main line, which follows the 
Tall of high land from Albocacer 
to Mora de Rubielos. 

Gen. Jose Miaja, the Government 
commander-in-chief on the Valen- 
cia-Madrid front, in constructing 
his line utilized the natural de 
fenses formed by an almost un- 
broken chair’ of mountains which 
dip abruptly toward the insurgent 
lines and force the rebels to attack 
across relatively open spaces. 

The insurgents now have access 
to three river valleys—the Villaher- 
mosa on the west near Mora de Ru- 
bielos, the Lucena in the middle, 
and the Rambla de la Viuda, “the 
river of the widow,” on the east, 
flowing into the Mediterranean just 
south of Castellon—giving them an 
opportunity to wage a “war of 


But even these river valieys, af- 
fording natural corridors for alter- 
mate advances down to the coast to- 
ward Valencia and Castellon de la 
Plana, were well protected by ma- 
chine gunners planted in nests in 
the hills.

The double killing, which fol- 
lowed a dispute over Mrs. Lewe's 
affection for Johnson, was seen by 
hundreds of theater-goers, near 
Randolph street and Wabash ave- 


nue. 

Lewe, a cousin of Judge John C. 
Lewe of the Superior Court here, 
trailed Johnson from his South 
Side apartment last night after his 
wife had left their home “to meet 
some friends.” 

In the loop, the policeman saw 
Johnson stop his auto, and Mrs. 
Lewe step into it. 

“I warned you once about seeing 
my wife,” he shouted as he ran to 
the car. Then he drew his service 
revolver and fired four shots at the 


1 don’t remember what my wife 

gaid,” he told later, “but remember 

he screamed and threw herself 

against Johnson. I fired several 

shots, and they struck my wife.” 
His Revolver Loaded. 

Mrs. Lewe was killed outright, 
and Johnson died shertly after- 
ward. In his pocket the police 
found a loaded revolver, and in 
her putse was an unmailed letter 
to Johnson. 

I still love you,” it stated, “and 
I intend to leave John as soon as 
I can get my clothes and some 


The Lewes had been married for 
14 years and were happy until a 
year ago, the policeman said. He 
had been 22 years on the Chicago 
force. Johnson was an employe of 
a suburban Diesel manufacturing 
company. He had been divorced 
several years ago. 

Talking freely, the policeman, 
who was suspended from the force 
this morning, told the background 
of the shooting. 

Phone Warning to Johnson. 

He first learned of his wife's in- 
terest in Johnson on May 15, Lewe 
explained. Then followed many 
days of argument and discussion, 
and finally on May 23, he tele- 
phoned Johnson and warned him to 
stay away from Mra, Lewe. 

After that, he said, “I repeatedly 
asked her to come back to me and 
start life all over. But yesterday 
afternoon, after my wife had left 
to go out, all of these past lies that 
my wife had told me started to 
prey on my mind, and I became 
more nervous. 

He Follows Johnson. 

“Then I drove over to within a 
short distance of Johnson’s apart- 
ment, waited until he came out, 
then drove behind him to the loop: 
He drove from the Outer drives 
across Randolph street to Wabash 
avenue; There on the southwest 
corner my wife was waiting.”

Discovery of Current.

It was detected 
while giving the new insulin shock 
treatment to persons suffering from 
schizophrenia. 

Under insulin shock, a patient 
ysually becomes unconscious. 
While the St. Elizabeth patients 
were conscious, the long waves of 
direct current were positive elec- 
tricity. When they became uncon- 
scious the electric current was neg-

ative was not abrupt. The current 


would swing back and forth, grad- 
ually becoming more uniformly neg- 
ative. 


Experiments on cats with insulin 
shock were tried. Waking the ani- 
mals up after they became uncon- 
scious usually caused the current 
to swing back to positive until the 
animals closed their eyes again. To 
avoid death it was necessary to 
prevent the current from running 
negative too long. 

ysis and Morals. 

Complaints that psychoanalysis 
sometimes interferes with morals 
were reported by Dr. Gerald R. 
Jamieson, and Dr: Edwin E. Mc- 
Neil, o the New York Hospital, 
New York City. They told of a 
study of 17 psychoanalyzed persons. 

“One of the complaints frequent- 
ly expressed by relatives of these 
patients,” they said, “was that 
moral codes and inhibitions had 
been disrupted by the analysis. Ex- 
planations to the family that psy- 
chotie patients are unable con- 
sciously to conform to the usual 
social patterns were brushed aside 
by reference to the patients’ behav- 
ior being otherwise before analytic 
treatment began.” 

They suggested that psychoanaly- 
sis be done in hospitals. 

Lead Poisoning in Brain. 

Lead poisoning sometimes causes 

death of children by producing in- 


. creased brain pressure, it was re- 


ported by Andrew J. Akelaitis of 
the University of Rochester School 
of Medicine and Dentistry. 

Children who survive, he added, 
are apt to show some degree of 
mental retardation. In adults, this 
type of lead poisoning leads to de- 
lirium. 

A newly recognized brain trouble 
was reported by Dr. R. W. Wag 
goner and Dr. K. Lowenberg of 
the University of Michigan. Autop- 
es showed sponginess of the

A report on 114 psychotic stu- 
dents found in the University of 
Michigan in a seven-year period 
showed some of them afflicted with 
a relatively severe form of insan- 
ity, yet 16 of the group continued 
io achieve scholastic distinction 
and 30 received degrees.
